Col. FKlad Says They are Exact Copies 
of Old Designs Furnished to the City.

along been finding fault with my plans as be- 
ing too dear and too ornamental. He has 
said that he would skow us how 


to build oridges and that he _ was 
working all night on his plans, and toat they 
would discount any the Boa of 
Publie Improvements ever saw. 
When he _ showed these wonderful 
monuments at the committee meeting 
yesterday, they looked wunaccountably 
familar to me. When the specifica- 
tions were read. I could not help ad- 
mitting that they were beth thorough 
and good, though they still sounded very fa- 
miliar to me. The matter bothered me all 
night; this morning early I settled the whole 
thing, the plans and specifications of which 
Mr. Talmage has boasted so much and which 
he handed in yesterday, are an exact copy 
line for line, and word for word, of the 
plans furnished by the firm of Flad 
& Pfeiffer for the Twelfth and Fourteenth 
street bridges. They were submitted 
in February 1875, when Moul- 
ton was City Engineer, and 
were approved by the City Council. The only 
change is that Mr. Talmage makes his bridge 
two feet wider.

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A BONAPARTIE’S HOME. 


The Retreat of Napoleon’s Brother 
Near Bordentown, N. J. 
{From the I’hiladelphia Times, | 


The advent ofthe eldest brotherof the grea 
Napoleon to this country in 1816 is a matter of 
history. The star of Napoleon had gone dowa 
forever. Everything had been staked at 
Waterloo and lost. Joseph at thattime wa: 
in Paris with the Empress, where he hail 
been duing his best to promote the success of 
Napoleon. Whenthe news of the disaster 
came, knowing that all chances were lost, 
Joseph began hurried preparations for the 
escape of himself and his brother to America. 
No time was to be lost. Inafew hours the 
English with their allies would swarm in the 
city of Paris. The passports were made out, 
the vessel was selected, and the disguises 
were complete. The craft they were to sail in 
was a small, common-looking brig, tho Com- 
merce, of two hundred tons, loaded with 
Bordeaux wines for the New York 
market. Joseph’s arrangements had 
been made unknown to every 
living soul except his devoted secretary, 
Louis Mailliard, who had been with him 
through all his vicissitudes while King of 
Naples and of Spain. Joseph’s dearest wish 
was to have his brother Napoleon eseape with 
him, and the little time he had for making his 
arrangements was divided between making 
the necessary preparations and expostulations 
and protestations and pleadings and entreaties 
to Napoleon to accompany him. A few hours 
before embarking Joseph sent his secretary, 
Mailliard, to Napoleou with a letter urging 
Napoleon to exchange places and make his 
escape from France in Joseph’s vessel. But 
Napoleon replied: ‘*Teil my brother I have 
well considered his offer, and that I cannot 
acceptit. It would seem like fiving away 
from danger. Besides, 1 could not leave be- 
hind me so many brave officers who have sac- 
tificed everything forme. Tell my brother 
that Lhope he wiil escape the cruisers of 
England and arrive safely.’’ 

Upon receiving this answer Joseph imme- 
diately sailed for America. The vessel was 
commanded by a Swede, Messervey by name, 
and the identity of his passengers was kept a 
secret. This, as itafterward appeared, was 
verv wise. The brig was boarded three times 
by English frigates on the lookout for Napo- 
jeon on the high seas, but the passports and 
papers had been so carefully prepared under 
tictitious names that the refugees were not 
discovered. : 

Arrivedin New York Joseph Ronaparte 
found all the hotels thronged with guests. 
The proprietor of the City Hotel, Mr. Jen- 
nings, told him that he had given his last suite 
of rooms to Henry Clay, who had just re- 
turned from his mission to negotiate the 
‘Ticaty of Ghent. The circumstances coming 
to Mr. Clay’s ears, he at once went to Joseph 
Bonaparte, introduced him to his apartments, 
after which they entered the room where din- 
ner for the American statesman’s party had 
been provided. 

‘*‘And here,’’ said Mr. Clay, “is a dinner for 
yourself and suite.’’ The courtesy was ac- 
cepted and the acquaintance between the two 
was continued from that time forward. 

How Joseph Bonaparte came to select Lor- 
dentown as bis place of residence is not 
known. There are many theories. It is said 
after his arrival here he traveled over the 
eastern part of the country looking for a place 
iliat suited him, in which tour he took in the 
Iludson and Schuylkill. The influence that 
turned the scale in favor of Bordentown is 
ascribed by some to a little incident connected 
with the great Napoleon, the authority for 
which is said to be Mailliard, the ex-King’s 
secretary. Some time before the abdication 
of Napoleon, it is related, he was once speak- 
ing upon the probability of his ever having to 
flee from France, in which event, it appears, 
he sada notion of finding his refugein Ameri- 
ca. Taking out a map of this country he un- 
rolled it in the vresence of his officers, and, 
placing his tinger upon a spot in New Jersey, 
is represented to have said: ‘*If lam ever 
forced to fivto Americal shall settle some- 
where between Philadelphia and New York, 
where I can receive the earliest intelligence 
from France by ships arriving at either port.”’ 
It is said this idea governed his brother in his 
location. 

Joseph Bonaparte was known in this 
country as the Count de Survelliers, taking 
his title from the name of one of his estates in 
France. It wasin 18l6that he bought the 
property about Bordentown, one tract of 
which is known as Bonaparte Park. Ev- 
idently he came to this country with full 
pockets. Itis within the memory of living 
witnesses bow he made the money fly during 
his fifteen or sixteen years’ residence at Bor- 
ceatown—the elegance of his surroundings, 
the abundance of costly wines, the splendor 
of the banquets he was constantly giving to 
clistinguished personages, hjs fine equipages, 
his magnificent collection of costly pictures 
and statuary, the extensive improvements he 
made to bis lands and the jarge retinue of ser- 
vants he always kept on hand in addition to 
the extensive force of baborers he had 
constantly employed on his grounds. 

The park alone contained about 1,000 acres, 
and, in addition to this, he had ten farms, all 
in the immediate neixhborhood of Borden- 
town. Hehadanumber of fine yachts and 
pleasure boats that always lay at anchor out 
on the Delaware, immediately uncdlerneath the 
bluff that marks the terminus of the north 
side of the park. Not content with his near- 
ness to the river he had a large and beautiful 
lake made in the lower end of his park,where 
in summer there was always on hand a num- 
ber of small pleasure boats. Im winter, when 
the take would freeze over, he would throw 
his gates open and invite the young folks of 
Bordentown to come in and skate. When the 
sport would be atits height Joseph and his 
family would come down and amuse them- 
selves by lookingon. A favorite pastime of 
tbe ex-King on these occasions would be to 
roll oranges and coins down on the ice and 
watch the skaters scamper for them. Fora 
long time the only immediate member 
of Joseph Bonaparte’s family who was 
with him in his exile was his daugh- 
ter, Princess Zenaide, who married 
ber cousin, Charles Bonaparte, a son of Lu- 
cien. A residence for this daughter and her 
husband was builton the lower end of the 
park, some bundred rods from the residence 
ofJoseph bimself. Itis still standing as it 
was left by them. After several years 
Joseph’s second daughter joined her father 
and sister in America. His wife, Queen 
Julia, never did, however. Several times she 
undertook to set out to join him from Italy, 
where she was living, but ill health invariably 
prevented, the ohysicians counseling her 
against it. — was a most popular man 
with people of all classes. In the winter his 
house was always thronged with guests. 
Among these were many of the most promi- 
nent meninthe country ofthatday. Clay, 
Webster, Calhoun, Benton and many other 
shining lights jn the political firmament were 

entertained by the ex-King at his BordentoWn 
home at different times. Henry Clay lefta 
cane there whichisin possesston of one of 
the old inhabitants of Bordentown to this 
day. Nor was it only among the states- 
men and wise men of the country 
Joseph Bonaparte found his companions. 
He was very intimate with many of the old 
families up in New Jersey, as well as with 
Stephen Girard and al! the people ef promi- 
nence in Philadelphia. Before taking posses- 
sion of his Bordentown pro y Joseph had 
resided in Philadelphia in a house on the west 
side of Ninth street. between Spruce and Lo- 


| 
husband, he occupied one of Stephen Girard’s | 
houses, on the site of which the Bingham 
House now stands. It was here the Primcess 
Zenside’s first child was born. An amusing 
incident is related of Joseph and Stephen Gi- 
rard. Joseph expressed a desire to purchase 
the ground between Eleventh and Twelfth, 
and Chestnut and Market streets, owned by 
Stephen Girard and as yet unoccupied by 
buildings. Ata dinner given by Girard to the 
ex-King one day Joseph broached the subject 
and offered to pay Girard any fair price he 
would ask. ‘ ‘What will you give?’’ said Gi- 
rard. ‘*I’ll tell you,’’ said Joseph; “I will 
cover the block from Eleventh to Twelfth,and 
from Chestnut to Market streets, with silver 
balf dollars!”? ‘*Yes, Mons. Le Count,” said 
Girard, after a moment’s reflection, “if you 
will stand them up edgeways.”’ The bargain 
was not closed. 
THE PARK ASIT IS. 
Joseph’s death in Italy, surrounded by his 

family, is a matter of history. Go to Bona- 
parte Park nowand you find all the evidences 
of its former splendor. Here are the crumb- 
ling brick walls of the underground passages. 
As to what these passages were 
for there has been some _— diver- 
sity of opinion. Those most ina position to 
know, however, will tell you that they were 
constructed by Joseph as so many avenues of 
escape in case of attempted assassination, 
Of this he was more fearful than many of his 
chroniclers have daredtoteil. His bed cham- 
ber was entered by a door moved by a secret 
spring. Outside this door, itis said, a watch- 
man was always stationed during the night. 
The underground passages ran from Joseph’s 
bouse tothe residence of his daughter and 
also to the servants’ quarters. In addition to 
these there was a long one running from the 
daughter’s house to the bluff overlooking the 
river, the entrance to which may be still seen, 
though the passage itself has fallen in in many 
places and filled up. Thereis no account of 
any attempts to explore these passages. 
The daughter’s house is now unoc- 
cupied and closed. The ex-King’s 
house has been razed to the ground and in its 
stead a handsome English villa stands, the 
builder of which was the subsequent owner 
of thepark, Thomas Beckett, an Englisman. 
Itissaid that Joseph always had a fleet of 
yachts lying out in the Delaware, available for 
him in case of surprise by the dreaded assas- 
sins, whom he always fancied himself in dan- 
ger of. The long underground passage lead- 
ing to the river bluff is supposed to have been 
constructed by him asameans of reaching 
his boats in case of surprise. The place is 
fuil of interesting reminders of the ex-liing’s 
residence there. The forest which skirts the 
edge of the park has been planted with an eye 
toartistic effect and beauty. Asa place of 
residence no more beautiful spot could be 
found. Six miles away the church spires of 
Trenton are seen rising beyond the trees. 
pe omag mee is twenty-eight miles away. The 
Amboy division of the Pennsylvania Ratroad 
runs directly past the park,the station of 
which isafew rods fromit. The encamp- 
ment of the New Jersey troops will no doubt 
attract a great throng of visitors there, who 
will tind in the park much material for pleas- 
ant and interesting contemplation. 


FORREST’S ESTATE.

A Claimant Cousin Turns Up in Scot- 
land.

An effort isnow being made to break the 
will ofthe late Edwin Forrest, the eminent 
tragedian, which, if successful, will result in 
depriving the Forrest Home of several hun- 
dred thousand dollars and will transfer that 
amount of cash into the pocket of William B. 
Forrest, a distant cousin of the deceased, 
now living in Scotland. For afew days past 
a number of Philadelpbians, intimates of the 
creat actor, have been called upon, through 
process issuing out ofthe Supreme Court of 
the State of New York, to tell what they 
know concerning the family connections of 
Forrest, the number of his brothers and sis- 
ters,andthetime and placeof their re- 
ag deaths. The purpose of this is to 
show that Forrest’s immediate family are 
all deceased, including his father 
and mother and _. =~obrothers and _ £@~—~,is- 
ters, andthatthe clause in his will which 
gives tothe Forrest Home several hundred 
thousand dollars’ worth of property situated 
in the State of New Yorkis void and of no 
effect respecting the New York property, be- 
cause, as it is claimed, a law of that State pre- 
vents a testator from leaving his property to 
a corporation not in being,or, as the lawyers 
say, notinesse. The Forrest Home, near 
Frankford, was of course not in existence at 
the time the will of the actor was made, and 
ifthe New York law holds good then the 
property inthat State will go to Forrests rela- 
tives, for we situatedin New York is 
governed by the law of the State. Taking 
advantage of the New York law, and claiming 
that he isthe only living relative of the dead 
actor, William B. Forrest has begun suit in 
the Supreme Court of New York against the 
Forrest Home, and itis stated that a large 
amount of testimony has been taken by his 
attorney, John Towshend, of that city, con- 
cerning the pedigree of the Forrest family in 
Scotiand, and supporting the elaim of il- 
jiam L. Forrest that he is the only living rei- 
ative, and as such is entitled to that portion 
of the estate situated in New York. 


Another Southern Waterspout.

BURDETT-COUTTS. 


The Sexagenarian Baroness Whose Be- 
trothal is Announced. 
[Frem the New York World. | 


Lady Burdett-Coutts was born in 1814, and | 


is the youngest daughter of the late Sir Fran- 
cis Burdett, Baronet. Her fortune comes to 
her from her maternal grandfather, Sir 
Thomas Coutts, andshe assumed his name 
when she inherited his property. That was 
in 1837, upon the termination of the life-in- 
terest of his widow, who was Miss Mellon, 
the actress, before he married her as his sec- 
ond wife, and who died the Duchess of St. 
Albans. Sir Thomas Coutts’ first wife, the 
grandmother of the subject of this sketch, 
was Elizabeth Starkey, the daughter of a 
Lancashire peasant, Who was a servant in the 
employment of the banker’s brother until her 
marriage made herone of the first ladies of 
the Kingdom. The Baroness received her 
title in 1871. She received the freedom of the 
City of London in 1872, and, eighteen months 
later,the City of Edinburgh similarly honored 
her. Attheend of the last Russo-Turkish 
war the Sultan decorated her with the grand 
cordon of the Order of Mdejidie in recogni- 
tion of her services tothe wounded. Thees- 
timation in which she is held by the people of 
England is shown by the fact that when, in 
1€68, the reform procession passed her house, 
and she was recognized at the window, a 
shout was raised, and for over two hours the 
air rang with the cries of the thousands who 
filled the street. 

HOW SHE OBTAINED HER VAST FORTUNE. 

In 1871 the fortune of the Baroness was es- 
timated at £10,000,000, and up to this time 
she had given away for charitable purposes 
fully £5,000,000. Inother words, after dis- 
posing of $25,000,000 for the education and 
care of her fellow-people, she still held fully 
$50,000,000 in investment. She is the richest 
single woman in England, and her liberality 
in the distribution of her vast fortune has 
commended her to the admiration of the civ- 
ilized world. ; 

She seems to prefer the simp.e title of Miss 
Coutts to that of Baroness Coutts, conferred 
upon her by Queen Victoriain 1871, in con- 
sideration of her munificent public charities. 
Miss Coutts lived in rather straitened cir- 
cumstances during her earlier years, inherit- 
ing noproperty from her rich grandfather, 
Thomas Coutts, the eminent banker, born in 
1741. Atthe death of his brother Deter, Mr. 
Coutts assumed the entire direction ef the 
tirm, which, under his control, rose to its 
highest prosperity. He was a gentleman in 
manners, hospitality and benevolence, and 
counted among his friends some of the tirst 
literary men and actors of his day. Soon 
after his settlement in London he married 
Elizabeth Starkey, a girl of humble origin. 
They lived very happily together, and had 
three ao, ee who married the 
Earl of Guilford; Frances, who married the 
Marquis of Bute, and Sophia, mother ofthe 
subject of this sketch, who married Sir Fran- 
cis Burdett, the Member of [Tarliament who 
proposed the celebrated inquiry intothe state 
of Coldbath Fields Prison, which resulted in 
the dismissal of the keeper and the complete 
reformation of the regulations of that prison. 
He doubtless transmitted to his celebrated 
daughter many of his benevolent virtues. 

Soon after the death of Mrs. Coutts in 1815, 
Mr. Coutts fell in love with the beautiful and 
accomplished Miss Harriet Mellon, a very 
popular actress in comedy in the early part of 
this century. This ladv was born in 1775,and 
was so much younger than her opulent suitor 
that she declined the match, representing that 
the forty-four years’ difference in their ages 
made too great a barrier to be surmounted. 
The enamored millionaire, however, persist- 
ed in his suit, and Miss Mellon became the 
happy wife of Mr. Coutts. In consequence 
of the violent opposition of his three daugh- 
with Miss Mellon, Mr. 
Coutts disinherited them, and made his wife 
sole mistress of his colossal fortune at his 
decease. About five vears after the death of 
Mr. Coutts, the widow married the Duke of 
St. Albans, Grand Falconer of England, who 
was much younger than Mrs. Coutts. After 
her death she left the Duke an income of })),- 
COU a year and a life-interest in some landed 
estates. With this exception, she, from a 
delicate sense of justice, bequeathed the en- 
tire fortune which she received from Mr. 
Coutts to his granddaughter, Angela Bur- 
oom youngest daughter of Sir Francis Bur- 

ett. 

‘Ibe Duchess of St. Albans, in bequeathing 
her fortune to Miss Angela Burdett, desired 
her totake the name of Coutts. This lady 
received the vast legacy of $20,000,000 in 1837, 
since which time she has been conspicuous 
for her charitable deeds and humanitarian 
schemes. 

INSTANCES OF HER LIBERALITY. 

Her liberality in establishing a corps of 
nurses under Florence Nightingale, in the 
Crimean war, is familiar to every one. She is 
said to spend her entire income, $1,000,000 to 
$1,200,000 a year, in her philanthropic pro- 
jects. The Baroness is probably the only 
person living who would have found it neces- 
saryto deny moretham once that she had 
given $2,500,000 forthe relief ofthe distress 
in Ireland; but when thestory was told of 
her, the largeness of her heart and her for- 
tune alike made it easily credibie. Her prop- 
Ositionp, which for some reason, was not car- 
ried out, wasto apply £500,000 to the pur- 
chase of lands of which industrious tenants 
mightin time become owners. Among the 
very notable instances of her generosity may 
be mentioned the endowment of three Bis- 
boprics (in Africa, Australia, and British 
Columbia), at a cost, itis stated, little less 
thanthesum she was said to have given to 
the Irish. She assisted Dr. Livingstone when 
be was in his greatest§meed; and a square of 
model dwellings was built by her around the 
Columbia Market, which also she built and 
oe to the Corporation of London. 

,ven this list does not exhaust her public 
charities, and in private she is reputed to be 
not less munificent. 

RAISED TO THE PEERAGE. 

For these and her other numerous charita- 
ble services to her country the title of Baron- 
ess was conferred upon ber, in 1871, by 
Queen Victoria, and in 1872, for her great 
charity to the poor of London, the Common 
Council, ina public ceremony, presented to 
Baroness Burdett-Couttsthe freedom of the 
city, With an address inclosed in a beautiful 
gold casket, bearing her arms, etc. was

eaux representing her acts of mercy, **Feed- 
ing the hungry,’ *‘Giving drink to the thirs- 
ty,’’ **Clothing the naked,’’ *“*Visiting prison- 
ers,’* “‘Lodgipg the homeless,’’ *‘Visiting 
the Sick” ‘* Burying the deag.’’ 
MR. ELLIS ASHMEAD BARLETT, 

whose name is now matrimonially coupled 
with thatof the Lady Burdett-Coutts, was 
born in 184‘), and educated at Christ Church, 
Oxford, where he took the usual degrees. He 
was called tothe Bar attheInner Tem- 
ple in 1877, and was, until latelv, one of Her 
Majesty’s Inspectors of Schools. At the 
last election he was elected to Parliament as 
a Conservative, for the Borough of Eye, in 
_ place of Lord Barrington, Conserva- 
ive.

We were graciously bidden to Marlborough 
House ‘‘to have the honor of meeting her 
Heer ee AS and I thought the scene the most 
brilliant when all were awaiting the Queen’s 
arrival. The lawn behind the royal residence 
has been beautifully laid out with carpet beds 
of foliage and flowering plants, and in the af- 
ternoon several marquees and tents were erect- 
ed in various spots. The bands of the Royal 
Horse Guards andofthe Rifle Brigade were 
in attendance and played throughout the af- 
ternoon, while the Spanish Students made 
music, too, in an alcove at the end of the ter- 
race. Her Majesty was received by the Prince 
and Princess of Wales and their children, and 
leaning on the Prince’s arm the Queen passed 
fromthe garden doortoatent set apart for 
her use, where refreshments were served. 
Her Majesty remained about an hour and a 
half and madea tour of the garden, the 
guests lining the pathson either side, thus 
enabling the Queen to speak to all these who 
were honored y the royal 
recognition, and, as with kindly 
smile she passed along, none seemed to 
escape her notice. Every one rejoiced to see 
the Sovereign looking so well and cheerful. 
The Prince and Princess received their guests 
with frienaly greetings as they passed from 
the house to the garden, the Princess looking 
most charming in a becoming dress of pale 
blue and olive satin intermixed, and around 
her were the Royal Princes and Princesses, 
her own children and those of Princess Chris- 
tian and the Duchess of Teck. Beauty was, 
of course, well represented, and many of the 
toilets were marvelous creations of true artis- 
tic taste. I may notetwoor three. Lady 
Lonsdale in heliotrope satin, dress and hat 
adorned with natural roses; Lady Clar- 
endon in pale blue satin and pompadour bro- 
cade; Lady Anglesea (the bride) was heartily 
welcomed by old friends and new, and looked 
charming in a costume of exquisite taste—the 
palest gray satin, covered with flounces of 
tine Indian muslin and much trimmed with 
the same,fwith gray bonnet to match, and the 
Ladv Carington in muslin over lilac, and her 
youngest sisters with her, all in white,made a 
charming group. Mrs. Cornwallis West, 
Mrs. Langtry and Mrs. Wheeler were there. 
Though 2,000 invitations had been sent 
out, there was room for every one and 
no crowd at any time. Her Majesty 
had§ taken leave of the Prince and Prin- 
cess just before 7 o’clock and returned to 
Windsor, attended by an escort of the 
Eighteenth Hussars. The ()ueen and her 
household were of course in black, but as a 
rule wost brilliant colors were worn by all 
besides. The tents and marquees pitched 
in the grounds were of different kinds; some 
were of gorgeons coloring, which had a beau- 
tiful effect against the surroundimg foliage. 
One large tent, reaching from the east angle 
of the house to the boundary wall, was set 
apart for refreshments—the tables loaded with 
magnificentfruit. The Stamese Embassadors, 
who lately delivered the Order of the White 
Elephant to her Majesty, were present in 
European dress, but there was an incongruity 
in their appearance, as with frock-coats and 
tall hats they bad elected to wear shoes, 
stockings and knickerbockers. I never saw 
the Princess of Wales looking more charming 
than she did atthis garden party. Whenever 
I see her | remember what a French girl told 
me her lover once had the courage to avow: 
‘*Mimi, when I meet you, 2a petite, I always 
feel as if | ought to kneel down and cross my- 
self, as I do at the feet of la Sainte Vierge.’’ 
The pretty Princess certainly inspires a rev- 
erential awe, as a Queen in futuro of course 
always should do; but, apart from this, her 
face has a pathos which is indescribably 
sweet. 
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Hydrophobic Horror. 
{Lancaster (Pa.) Special to the Chicago Times.| 


One of the most distressing cases of death 
from hydrophobia occurred here last night, 
the victim being Annie, a bright and intelli- 
gent S-year-old daughter of John Booth, a 
resident of this city. The circumstances at- 
tending the case are about as follows: On 
June 12 last, Annie, in company with two 
other children of about the same age, was 
sent to the farm-house of John Weaver,a 
neighbor, for some milk. An ordinary house 
dog was chained in the yard and, knowing 
nothing of the fact that the dog had been act- 
ing strangely for several days prior to this, 
Aunie went close to the animal,when it jump- 
ed at her, biting her on the wrist, making an 
ugly wound. Luckily the other children 
were not near enough to be bitten by the 
brute. The little girl was taken home at once 
andthe wound received medical attention. 
Mr. Booth, the father of Annie,was notified of 
the strange actions of the dog on the day the 
child was bitten and at once became anxious 
as to the result ofthe wound. He visited the 
farm of Weaver to see the dog, when he was 
told it had broken loose from _ the chain 
shortly after the occurrence and was found 
the next day dead. Dr. Warren attended the 
little sufferer, and told the parents that if the 
dog had drank on the day he bit the child this 
fact would go to prove that the dog was not 
agected with hydrophobia. Weaver was vis- 
ited, and said the dog had taken his regular 
food and drank water on the above date. 
This quieted the fears of Mr. Booth some- 
what. However, the child suffered great 
pain in her wrist; otherwise she did not com- 
plain. On Sunday last she was found by her 
[eg we lying asleep in the entry of the house. 

he hada high fever. This remained with 
her until yesterday morning. About 8 she 
came inthe same entry, gave one scream and 
fell to the floor insensib!e. She was placed on 
the sofa by her mother. At this time the 
child would snap at those present, and make 
a noise similar to the barking ofa dog. Sev- 
eral physicians were called in, but nothing 
could be done to alleviate the suffering of the 
child. When they tried to give her medicine 
ehe would bite at the teaspoon. The sight of 
water or the shake ofa handkerchief would 
throw her into violent spasms. She was sen- 
sible to the Jast,and knew what was trans- 
pining. telling those around her thatfshe had 

een bitten by a mad dog. Her sufferings 
continued to the-last, her death occurring in 
one of the spasms. The action of Weaver in 
keeping the dog about his premises after its 
strange actions previous to biting the little 
girl is severely censured.

COLORADO’S CAPITAL. 


Some ef the Striking Characteristics of 
Denver City. 
{Denver Cor. New York Sun. ] 


This city may enrol herself among the 
worst-governed citiesj in the Union. Sanit- 
— precautions are neglected, garbage is 
piled up in the alleys and the water supply, 
secured at enormous cost, is openly pro- 
nounced a source of disease. The City 
Fathers spendtheir timein wrangling over 
their relative degrees of corruption. The 
contract for a much-needed sewer is to be let, 
and as most of the Aldermen are directly in- 
terested{in brick yards, the difficulty of an 
impartial award is correspondingly increased. 

The pleasant characteristics of the city are 
animation, a royal mountain view, and long, 
straight, level drives, perfect enough to _ in- 
spire a saint witha love of fasthorses. Life 
here would indeed be tame and colorless with- 
out horses, the inseparable friends of the 
frontiersman. Ifa resident, you cannot have 
much pleasure without a horseand buggy. 
Denver has no parks nor suburbs easy of ac- 
cess, and you soon exbaust the interesting 
walks. ‘Tall cottonwoeds border the streets, 
filling the air at times with exasperating 
down. Streams and jets of water giveto the 
gardens an Oriental effect. When neighbors 
meet inthe evening to fight over their re- 
spective ditches, or when you hear the over- 
taxed citizen groaning as he pays his water- 
rate, you catch a glimpse of the other side of 
the picture. 

h ces are the rule. Complaints 
against | ay Me mon my keepers are loud, but 
they hold out bravely, charging for one room 
sufficient to pay the rent ofahouse. Persons 
of, moderate means have declared independ- 
ence and gone intocamp. Twoof these com- 
munities exist. One thatI saw was a pic- 
turesque street of tents under the trees in 
West Denver. Common necessaries are cheap 
and pure air is free, but ifthe present mau- 

ement continues there will be little enough 
of that to pe had ina shorttime. The health 
of the city is not good, winter or summer. 
This season diseases of atyphoid character 
are alarmingly prevalent. With all that, 
however, a lange proportion of the adult pop- 
ulation consists of Eastern invalids who have 
recuperated here, and who can claim the 
right to praise the climate. It is often ex- 
tremely disagreeable, but so whimsical in its 
fickleness that it makes life elsewhere mo- 
notonous by contrast. The heart of January is 
sometimes glorifiedgby the brightest 
of summer days, and May wades out 
through three feet of snow. The winters are 
very long. A gustof wind alters everything 
in five minutes. Violent wind-storms are 
frequent, the alkali dust they raise in Denver 
proving a severe trial to weak lungs and deil- 
cate throats. At such times vour hair crackles 
and seems to flame up under the brush. Your 
nerves, too, are sensitive and irritable. After 
you have been thoroughly disgusted by a dis- 
play ofevery possible climatic meanness, you 
experience a change. Beneath a wonderful 
sky,ina clear, stimulating atmosphere, you 
exclaim that only here is life worth living. 
Denver, with her gardens, her trees, and the 
blue glory of her hills in the background, be- 
comesa typeof the eternal youth that tri- 
nmphs over the desert andthe savage. Rise, 
then, if you are wise, and fly before you are 
tempted into joining the steadfast army of 
property-bolders, who, if they heard the last 
trumpet, would hesitate to respond lest it 
prove a device to retard the development of 
Colorado’s resources. 

Very few people who live here a long time 
can be happy elsewhere. The country takes a 
firm hold upon them, andthe luxury of its 
freedom and the splendor of its barren beauty 
grow more charming thanall that civilization 
can offerin exchange. The ‘‘best society” 
of Denver would have delighted the soul of 
Dickens. It contains ladies and gentlemen, 
but they neither control it nor impart its 
peculiar tone. Meney is the sole letter of in- 
troduction demanded by a frontier aristocracy 
exclusive after its own fashion. Mainly com- 
posed of ignorant persons who have acquired 
wealth, no matter how, it surrounds itself 
with an atmosphere of perpetual self-gratula- 
tion. ‘*Delightfully unconventional,’ you 
call it, if you wish to be pelite. A man may 
steal his master’s silver in New York, and 
come out here andtake a leading position 
while the officers are hunting for him. 


Bad Place for Emigrants.

A brig arrived here 2 day ortwo ago, with 
anumber of South Americans, men, women 
and children, who left Rosario, in the Argen- 
tine Republic, to goto the Canary Islands, 
having become disgusted with the constant 
internecine strife in the country they have 
quitted. It seems odd, such imm tion 
from the West to the East, from the New to 
the Old World. The Canaries would not ap- 
pear, with their volcanoes, earthquakes 
scarcity of water, sparse population, an 
many natural disadvantages, to be attractive 
to any class of people seeking a new home. 
But they are a Spanish possession, and the in- 
habitants are as nearly Spaniards as they are 
ae and as theArgentine Republicans are 
subsubstantially of the same race, the far- 
away islands may have forthem peculiar al- 
lurements. The Canaries do not, at ieast, 
have constant civil wars and endless revolu- 
tions, which are the special curse of the South 
American States, and far more to be dreaded 
than any convulsions of nature. It is strange 
that all the intelligent people of our sister 
contineot do not emigrate to amy quarter of 
the globe where something like political per- 
manence and peace maybe found. If all 
South America were an Eden, it would not be 
worth —- in in its present, and what 
promises to be its everlasting, condition. This 
party of emigrants may be only pioneers. It 
would be perfectly natural that thousands of 
others should follow, and leave South Ameri- 
ca to political chaos. 
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How English Lawyers Grow Rich.

It is seldom that an English judge upon the 
bench condemns the excessive -. costs 
of litigation and of legal  proceed- 
ings caporeine in this country. We would 
that it were done more often, hardly less in the 
interest of the profession than on public 
grounds. We hopetbatthe strong but be- 
coming language in which Lord Justice James 
recently condemned the enormous cost of 
litigaticn wil not be lost upon our profes- 
sicn, snd especially upon those mem- 
bers of it upon whom the responsi- 
bilities of a seat in Parliament are now rest- 
ing. Is it wise, we ask, for lawyers totry the 
expetiment of leaving laymen, both in and 
out of Parliament, to cut down the cost of le- 
gal proceedings’? Isitnot the duty of the 
legal profession itself to take up this question 
and apply the necessary remedies, some of 
which are already at hand? Any sufficient, 
and therefore substantial, alterations in legal 

rocedure must necessarily affect larce num- 

ers of members of the profession: in some 
cases adversely, and in others to their advan- 
tage.

Champagne Now and Then.

Although sparkling champagne has made 
its appearance at highly patrician tables in 
England ever since the times of King Charles 
II, who wads very partial to it, the consump. 
tion of the wine amongthe middle classes 
was, ‘so recently as fifty or sixty vears ago, of 
the most limited kind. Critics have often 
anitmadverted on the parsimony of the British 
government in allowing only a single bottie of 
champagne a a for the table of Napoleon at 
St. Helena; and Sir Walter Scott protested 
against the conduct of Lord Bathurst and

Raising Quails in' a Tame State. 
fRaritan (N. J.) Cor. New York Times. ! 
Henry Benbrook, a dealer‘ in game, resid- 
ing here, bas suceeeded in raising young 
quails, an operation that has been triedina 
the United States repeatedly, but which hith- 
erto has proved futile. Four years ago he 


captured two Morris county quails, -the fe-. 


male being lowland and the male highiand. 
The female laid twenty-four eggs the first 
ear, but could not be induced to set. 
he second year Mr. Benbrook was in 
Canada, and nothing was done with the 
birds. The third year the female 
made its nest, laid twelve eggs, and after set- 
ting ten days died. The male bird then sat 
em the eggs, and six quails were hatched. 
They were all raised by Benbrook, and are 
still living. These young quails began laving 
on May 21 last, and up toJuly 51 have laid 
108 eggs, but they show no signs of setting as 
et. Some ofthe eggs were placed undera 
antam chicken and six of them batched, and 
the quails are alive to-day. This experiment 
of raising young guails has been undertaken 
by game societies all overthe world for years, 
but this is the first time any one has succeed- 
ed, 50 far as the record shows.

LADY BURDETT-COUTTS. 

It is gratifying to these who are matri- 
monially inclined, as well as those who 
have entered the condition so vehemently 
prescribed by society, to know that people 
never grow so old as to lose their desire 
for mating. It has been said of woman 
that she is not averse to matrimoay so long 
as she can feel the heat of a live coal on the 
bottom of her feet, but the example of the 
octogenarian Lord, who rushed off and 


married the dashing widow Hicks, a few 
years ago, and then lay down and died, 
like Falstaff, plucking the coverlid and 
babbling o€ green tielidls, shows that 
the vearning foe sexual companionship 
is as strong in mighty nan as 
in weak woman. The whole’ world 


was astonished not long ago when the ven- 
crable George Eliot took to her bosom a 
husband young enough to be her son; but 
here is the announcement of a matrimonial 
alliance which will afford society a charm- 
ing sensation. The Baroness — Burdett- 
Coutts, the wealthiest woman in Engtand, 
who has reached her sixty-sixth year with- 
out yielding to the blandishments of man, 
has concluded finally to enter the matri- 
monial state. As usual, there is # discrep- 
ancy of ages. The Baroness proposes to con- 
fer her name and chattels upon Mr. Ashmead 
Dartiett, her Private Secretary and almon- 
er, whose confidential relations for several 
vears have inspired the old lady with a 
desire for closer communion. Bartlett is 
only twenty-nine yearsofage. He is ana- 
tive of America, as is Cross, the new hus- 
band of George Fdaiot, and was but recent- 
ly made a subject of Queen Victoria. He is 
said to own aseat in Parliament. A short 
time ago an announcement of this engage- 
ment was made and was promptly denied by 
Bartlett. The best friends of the Baroness 
‘and some of the most conspicuous people 
in English society have used their 
endeavors to break off the relations 
between her and the talented young Secre- 
tary, butall tono purpose. The engage- 
ment is now authoritatively announced and 
the wedding will soon take place. By this 
act the Baroness will forfeit a large por- 
tion of her income—4%500,000 a year, it is 
said. This is in accordance with the will 
of Harriet Mellon, Duchess of St. Albans, 
who bequeathed her vast property to Miss 
Angela, now the Baroness Burdett-Coutts, 
providing, if she married an alien or natur- 
alized subject, her interest in the Coutts 
Bank and other properties shall cease.

IN last Thursday’s issue of the Post-Dts-

Clevis Hardin, who killed another negro 
named Prince Ferdinand last Monday, was 
committed to jail vesterday evening. The 
twelve other occupants of murderers’ rew 
extended to him the hand of fellowship and 
welcomed him to their quarters. Probably 
he did not enjoy their company, for this 
morning he held aloof fromthem. However, 
they seemed to care very littie; some laughed: 
others remarked that he would not beso 
proud afterawhile. Kring, the murderer of 


bis inamorata. Mrs. Dora Broemser, 
advised Hardin to make 
of the guards and obey all 
the rules. Hardin did not reply, but turned 
on his heel and abruptly left. ‘Never mind,’’ 
said theallexed maniac: ‘‘he’ll be willing to 
carry Water for my little army some day.” 
hring did not boast: he really is the captain 
of the red-handed prisoners. Others, suchas 
Heuman, who killed his wife and babe and 
cut his brother-in-law, all in two minutes: or 
Baber, who sent to their eraves bis mistress 
and ber mother, may have committed more 
revolting crimes, and Gordon or Collins may 
be braver, but all seem to recognize 
Kring’s right to tbe leadership.
